In abstract, lines 13-19, delete -- A process according to the present invention for 
obtaining such an aqueous-liquid-absorbing agent is characterized by comprising the 
steps of: obtaining a hydrogel from an aqueous monomer solution including a water- 
soluble ethylenically unsaturated monomer and an internal-crosslinking agent of not 
less than 0.2 mol % in ratio to the monomer; and then extruding this hydrogel from a 
perforated structure having perforation diameters in the range of 0.3 to 6.4 mm to 
thereby pulverize the hydrogel. - 

In claim 1, line 9, after "20 %" insert -Furthermore, said aqueous-liquid-absorbing 
agent is a particulate shape and of which not less than 90 weight % is in the form of 
particles having particle diameters in the range of 150 to 600 urn- 
Cancel claims 2, 6-8 and 10-13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest the instantly claimed an aqueous- 
liquid-absorbing agent exhibiting an absorption rate (FSR) of not less than 0.2 g/g/s, a 
water absorption capacity (CRC) of 10 to 20 g/g, a saline flow conductivity 9SFC) of not 
less than 400 x 1 0-7 cm3.s/g, a wet porosity of not less than 20% and particles having 
diameters in the rage of 150 to 600 urn 

Prior arts of record (Engelhardt) do not teach instantly claimed an aqueous liquid 
absorbing agent having instantly claimed absorption rate, wet porosity and particle 
diameter. Engelhardt by itself or combination with any other references do not teach 
instantly claimed properties of an aqueous liquid absorbing agent. Therefore, instantly 
claimed aqueous liquid absorbing agent is novel.
